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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 4/5/2010 has been 
considered by the Examiner and made of record in the application file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 

obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S. C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f)or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Eerenberg et al. (U.S. PG-Publication #20030002540), in view of Omi et al. 
(U.S. PG-Publication #200502201 17). 

Consider claims 1 and 9, Eerenberg et al. clearly disclose and show an 
apparatus for wirelessly transmitting and receiving digital video data, comprising: 

a means for receiving a time stamp (paragraph 0008 (received successive 
transmission time stamps)) indicating a time of video transmission (paragraph 0022 
(video payload)); 

a means for determining a relative time difference between the time stamp and a 
previous time stamp (paragraph 0008 (calculate time difference from the received 
successive time stamps)); 

However, Eerenberg et al. do not show communicating the relative time 
difference to a transmitter and for the transmitter to adjust the time base. 

In the same field of endeavor, Omi et al. clearly show: 

a means for communicating the relative time difference (para. 0109 (calculate 
time difference t.sub.d)) to a transmitter having as one feature of transmission a time 
base (fig. 1, para. 0082 (video transmission), fig. 8 (804), para. 0109 (master station 
sends adjusted value to slave station)); 
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a means for the transmitter Jo adjust the time base (fig . 8 (S806 (correcting 
transmission timing by slave station)), para. 108-1 09 (transmission timing is finely 
adjusted)) in according to the relative time difference (fig. 8 (S806), para. 0109 (corrects 
transmission based on adjusted value)). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of invention to demonstrate an apparatus for wirelessly transmitting and 
receiving digital video data, as taught by Eerenberg, and show communicating the 
relative time difference to a transmitter and for the transmitter to adjust the time base, 
as taught by Omi, so that transmission timing is finely adjusted. 

Consider claim 7, Eerenberg et al. clearly disclose and show a method of 
adjusting a time base according to a relative time difference comprising the steps of: 

determining a relative time difference between a time stamp and a previous time 
stamp (paragraph 0008 (calculate time difference from the received successive time 
stamps)); 

However, Eerenberg et al. do not show communicating the relative time 
difference to a transmitter and for the transmitter to adjust the time base. 
In the same field of endeavor, Omi et al. clearly show: 
communicating the relative time difference (para. 0109 (calculate time difference 
t.sub.d)) to a transmitter having a time base as one feature of transmission (fig. 1 , para. 
0082 (video transmission), fig. 8 (804), para. 0109 (master station sends adjusted value 
to slave station)); 
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transmitting the relative time difference to one or more wireless station receivers 
(para. 0109 (master station sends adjusted value to slave station)), wherein each of the 
one or more wireless station receivers adjusts the time base (fig. 8 (S806 (correcting 
transmission timing by slave station)), para. 108-1 09 (transmission timing is finely 
adjusted)) according to the relative time difference (fig. 8 (S806), para. 0109 (corrects 
transmission based on adjusted value)). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of invention to demonstrate an apparatus for wirelessly transmitting and 
receiving digital video data, as taught by Eerenberg, and show transmitting the relative 
time difference to one or more wireless station receivers, as taught by Omi, so that 
transmission timing is finely adjusted. 

Consider claim 2, and as applied to claim 1 above, 
claim 3, and as applied to claim 1 above, 

they are being rejected for for the same reason as set forth in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 8 is allowable. 



Response to Amendment 
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Applicant's arguments filed on 4/5/2010, with respect to claims 1, 7, 8 and 9, on 
pages 4-8 of the remarks, have been carefully considered. 

The Examiner appreciates the detail explanation in the Applicant's remarks. In 
the present application, Applicants basically argue that Erenberg does not teach or 
suggest "communicate relative time difference to a transmitter" and "time difference 
calculation in the transmitter". The Examiner has modified the response with a new 
reference which provides "communicate relative time difference to a transmitter" and 
"time difference calculation in the transmitter". See the above rejections of claims 1 , 7 
and 9, for the relevant interpretation and citations found in Omi, disclosing the missing 
limitations.
